Fagan (63), retired postman, 
Ballinderry, Co. Kildare, who was 
found dead in the garden of his 
cottage on September 10th last, 
were describe by Dr. John 
McGrath, State Pathologist, at 
Portarlington Court, yesterday. 

Before the Court was John 
Brereton, aged 45, Ballinderry, who 
sá charged with the murder of 

agan. . 

esterday was the second day 
of thé hearing, which will be con- 
tinued to-day. 
| McGrath said that 
Jast and found Fagan lying on the 
ground to the south side of the 
cottage on the side of the road. 
He formed the opinion that death 
had occurred 48 hours before the 
time of his examination. 

Dr. McGrath described in detail 
the injuries he found on the Yy. 
Under .all the wounds the skull had 
received 28 sepasmte blows or im- 
pacts. There was a fracture of 
the skull about one inch over the 


.left ear. 


Dr. McGrath said he formed the 
opinion that the cause of death was 
shock and hemorrhage due to 
fracture of the skull and impacts 
on the head. 

At this stage a broken, flat iran 
bar was produced in Court. One 
piece measured one and three- 
quarter inches wide and five and a 
half inches long. 

Dr. McGrath said that one side 
and one edge of this bar were well 
‘marked with smears of human 
blood; one end was not blood- 
stained. The other piece was one 
and three-quarter inches by ten and 
a half inches, and both sides of that 
ene were much stained with human 


Towards one end he found stuck 
in dry, human blood four short, 
white human hairs, similar to the 
hair of the murdered man. A 
round 18 inches long was 
smeared with stains ‘of human 
blood. 

All the head wounds could have 
been caused by the broken iron bar. 
The wound on the middle of the 
forehead and left side of the face 
could only have been caused by the 
flat bar or some similar instrument. 
Some of the wounds, but not all. 
could have been caused the 
round bar. . 

In his opinion the murdered man 
lived for some time a the 
injuries were inflicted. From his 
observations, he would say that the 
time was less than thirty-six hours. 
In his opinion, it was possible the:

During the last six months 1,600 
ambulance trains, 1,100 special mail 
and parcel trains, and 750 other 
special trains have been run. For 
the whole year the number of 
special trains for passengers and 
stores reachéd the remarkable total 
of 175,000, 

The movement of women and 
children from certain areas involved 
the provision of 2,345 extra trains 
from London alone, while “ feeder ” 
services from outlying districts 
call for a further 424 trains, 
4,797 buses and 363 trams. 

Overcrowding on ordinary services 
was relieved by using the most 
powerful engines and lengthening 
the trains, in some cases by as much 
as 50 p.c. In a few instances trains 
were run with double the usual 
number of carriages, and during 
peak áil gener many trains carried 
up of 800 passengers standing.

less onerous terms of interest and 
capital repayment, will command 
general approval, and that public 
opinion soon will be reflected in 
necessary legislation. We repeat, 
accordingly, our view .that the 
result of the Inquiry “has 
been well worth the long wait.” 
Naturally, however, all of the 
conclusions and suggestions ad- 
vanced—as the outéome of 
deliberations which took place in 
the fogs and storms of war 
emergencies — are unlikely to 
escape ffurther review and 
criticism. Already, indeed, it has 
been suggested that Mr. Colivet 
and his colleagues took too 
narrow a view of their ternis of 
reference, with the result that 
certain factors of strategic im- 
portance were excluded from 
their review. Among — the 
omissions is the evident fact that 
the report makes no reference to 
the existence of city boundaries, 
which incline—if they do not 
actually compel—the Corporation 
to confine its building schemes 
within geographical limits that 
long have ceased to permit of the 
city’s natural growth and ex- 
pansion. It fails, too, to make 
any reference to. the Planning 
Consultants’ proposals —as they 
have been--adopted by the Cor- 
poration—for the development of 
“ satellite” suburbs. When one 
views the whole report it is, 
indeed, surprising and regrettable 
to find that the Inquiry paid 


the official city plan, in which the 
location and design of housing 
schemes are ingredients of out- 
standing and strategic import- 
ance. These are very serious 
omissions, but, fortunately, they 
do not conflict with the essentials 
of the Inquiry’s proposals. They 
can be filled in and rectified 
before legislative proposals are 
framed. 

More serious questions arise 
when we turn to consider the 
Inquiry’s approach to what may 
be called questions of financial 
strategy. Here its members have 
thrown cold water on all p->- 
posals for the encouragement of 
self-help in the provision of 
homesteads. The Inquiry accepts 
the City Manager’s view that 
operations under the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Acts should 
be suspended in order that all 
available capital might be de- 
voted to the provision of tene- 
ment flats and cottages for “ un- 
economic” tenants.. Then it 
examines, and turns down, all 
alternative proposals for the en- 
couragement and' assistance of 
those who are willing, and in a 
substantial way able, to provide 
their own homesteads. As 
evidence of the measure in which 
citizens, without recourse to tax- 
payers’ or ratepayers’ contribu- 
tions, provided for their own 
housing needs, we find—from 
Appendix 5 of the report—that 
at the end of 1939 more than 
three thousand homes had been 
purchased with the help of ad- 
vances of £1,500,000 made under 
the Small Dwellings Acts, and 
that less than ten shillings of 
every £100 advanced was overdue 
at the end of 1939. In face of 
these results, it seems deplorable 
that the report failed to suggest 
some means by which to revive 
and extend such obviously desir- 
able operations. Alternative 
methods of co-operation between 
the individual home-seeker. and 
the State, or the municipality, 
were proposed to the Inquiry. 
The Dublin Housebuilders’ 
Association suggested a plan, 
modelled on the guarantee system 
so sucéessfully operated by the 
United States Federal Housing 
Administration; and representa- 
tives of building societies recom- 
mended that the State should take 
a small share of risk for the 
repayment of liberal home-build- 
ing advances. The witnesses 
Stressed the fact that in Great 
Britain more than 2,000,000 houses 
had been built within eighteen 
years from advances by building
